Dedicates Bridge Named in 


Honor of the Amer- 


ican Humorist.

H ANNIE ALTMo. (UP). Presi- 


dent Roosevelt paid a simple trib- 
ute to the memory of Mark Twain 
as he stood on the banks of the 
sluggish Mississippi here and dedi- 
cated a bridge named in honor «f 
one of America's foremost men of 
letters. 
Recalling that as a boy he "had 


the happy privilege of shaking 
hands with him," Mr. Roosevelt 
observed that "Mark Twain and 
his tales still live, tho the years 
have passed and time has wrought 
its change on the Mississippi." 
The president came to this pic- 


turesque spot from Des Moines, 
where Thursday

friendly conference with Gov. Alf 
Landon of Kansas, the republican 
candidate for his office.

Roosevelt, heading for Springfield, 
111., and a continuance of his mid-

Thursday that all in need would 
be cared for until spring. 
At separate conference* with 
eacb governor, the president dis- 
cussed ways of meeting immediate 
needs of farmer* and their fam- 
ilies thru the coining winter and 
a general outline of a long time 
program. 
As for the long range program, 
ahe chief executive was said to 
have stressed the need for dam 
construction, water conservation 
and more scientific use of land, 
including transformation of thou- 
sand* of acres of crop land Into 
pasture and trees. 
Gov. Alf M. London of Kansas, 
republican presidential nominee, 
left a recommendation with the 
president which, in some respects, 
resembled the proposals of the 
president'* droutn committee. It 
called for: 
Immediate relief work for needy 
farmers on dams, road*, ponds and 
general rural rehabilitation. 


A long range program of water 
conservation and flood control in 
which the federal and state gov- 
ernment* would co-operate. 
Governor* submitted 
estimates 


showing a maximum of 930,000 
farm families in the seven -«tate* 
represented would require WPA 
and resettlement aid this winter. 


Before the republican nominee 


pointed his automobile toward the 
Kansas capital at Topeka, Gov. 
Landon said:

He added that "I left a report,

Recent corn 
offering from South America have 
•been below Chicago prices, even 
after the payment of duty. 


Other corn contracts also ad- 


vanced sharply,

If the vast expenditures 
contemplated cannot be met, the 
aged and the unemployed and the 
dependent will be without means 
of livelihood, the foundation of our 
economic system will be shattered, 
and the whole country will be in 
panic and misery. 


Security is never completely ob-

At beat the only 
security offered by any of the

DROUGHT Oft DROUTH. 


A discussion over the spelling 


and pronunciation of a word that 
haa become familiar to residents 
of the middlewest i* raging in the 
effete east. The word is drouth or 
drought. In the middlewest. it is 
drouth, pronounced as spelled, al- 
tho a few middlewestern news- 
papers do continue to 
spell it 


drought and permit their readers 
to pronounce the word they print 
as the readers desire. The pronun- 
ciation practice favors pronounc- 
ing the word as spelled. 


Drouth is the shorter form. Usual 


-pronunciation in this region con- 
forms to that spelling. Many east- 
erners do pronounce the 
word 


"drout" regardless of spelling, but 
as the east haa dry spells only and 
no drouths, what do 
easterners 


know about it? 


Not long ago an easterner by 


adoption but probably a westerner 
by birth was 111 the middlewestern 
country, and he noted the differ- 
ing pronunciation. He was used to 
"drout" and he used that form 
himself. Nevertheless he wrote the 
New York Times: 


"Now 
that the word 'diouth' 


or 'dtought' is so much in evi- 
dence in the public prints, as well 
as on the tongues ot the people, 
why do not the metropolitan 
newspapers do like many of their 
out ot town fellows and mako the 
spelling contoim 
with popular 


pronunciation? In other words, 
use the shortei form, which has 
pel 1'ectly good authority in the 
dictionaries and in the classics. 
Theie ia plenty of talk about the 
need ot" simplifying the Knglish 
language, and here is a chance to 
help the good cause along with- 
out even hurting the feelings of 
sticklers for ancient forms. Vv'hat 
sense is there in spelling a word 
'drought' when it can be cut to 
'drouth' and pronounced just that 
way?"

Still the young man maintained he 
was cured. He challenged the ex- 
aminer to state over his signature, 
or better to say in person over the 
telephone to the physician who had 
administered the ambulant treat- 
ment that the hernia was still pres- 
ent. But that was going a bit too 
far. 
The medical examiner of the 


civil service board stood pat on his 
equivocal assertion that there was 
still a "potential hernia there," tho 
the young- man did succeed in get- 
ting the shyster to commit himself 
to the novel view that "the ex- 
ternal ring was still open, and 
normally it should be closed."

Outcome of Primary Sept. 8 


Will Affect Presiden- 


tial Race.

DENVER. (Copyright). Of all 
the western states I have visited • 
thus far, Gov. Landon seems to 
hav« much more assurance «f cap- 
turing Colorado without the aid 
of Townsend or Lemke-Ccughlin 
votes than any of the others 
For here there is a clean-cut 
awing toward the republican nom- 
inee which is noticeable in the ap- 
praisals that are made by well in- 
formed citizens. Even democrat*, 
with few 
exceptions, 
who can 
look at things objectively admit 
the state is "eloap " 
but in a few days—Sept. 8— 
they'll have a primary in Colorado 
which may 
have an important 
bearing on the outcome of the 
presidential race. This is because 
a sharp radical and conservative 
cleavage is shaping up in the con- 
teat for United State* senator on 
the democratic aide, aa well as for 
governorship. 


Gov. Ed Johnson, democrat, who 
baa by no mean* swallowed the 
new deal, hook, line and tinker, aa 
so many democrat* have done, la 
being opposed by a radical who 
claims new deal support, namely 
former Governor Sweet. 
If Mr. Johnson is nominated, he 
will be aasured of the election be- 
cause he Is conceded to be stronger 
•* a candidate than Ray Sauter, 
hla republican opponent, and will 
win republican votea. 


If Mr. Sweet Is named, much of 
the Johnson strength will go to 
Mr. Sauter, and Colorado will have 
a republican senator. 
This Is the way some of the vet- 
erans here atee up the senatorial 
•Ituation, and they point out that 
much of the same cleavage will 
overflow Into the presidential con- 
test, with Gov. Landon likely to 
carry this state because it la pri- 
marily conservative. 


Why Did It Liquidate? 


Incidentally, much attention has 
been attracted by United State* 
Senator Adams, 
who 
may be 
classified ai a Carter Qlaas demo- 
crat. Just the other day. the bank 
at Pueblo, of which Mr. Adams la 
vice president, announced a volun- 
tary liquidation. It is no small bank 
either, for it has 92,500,000 of de- 
posit*. 9100,000 of capital and $75,* 
000 surplus. The bank is consid- 
ered just about 100 percent liquid, 
for it ha* all its deposits in cash 
or government securities and only 
about 189,000 in loans and dis- 
counti outstanding. 
Why has this bank, which is 58 
years old, decided to liquidate? 
Because it cannot make any money 
aa a financial institution. 
There are some hereabouts who 
say that the bank did not think 
conditions in the 
future looked 
sound and that the excessive bor- 
rowing by the federal government 
and low interest rates caused by 
the federal policy had something: 
to do with it. But whatever the rea- 
son, the fact remains that, notwith- 
standing outward appearances of 
prosperity and the heavy flow of 
federal money to this state, a con- 
servative banking institution de- 
cides to pay off and take no further 
risks, and one of the officers of the 
Institution happens to be a United 
£)tates senator of the democratic 
party. 
Nor are they pleased among the 
farmers with the economic theor- 
ies of the new deal. The beet sugar 
producers do not see any future 
for them in restricted output. They 
are 
dispelased with the Cuban 
reciprocity treaty, which enables 
Cuba to take a large part of their 
market. There are five sugar fac- 


toric* in the Arkansas valley, and 
tor** of them an idle DOW. 
" Cattl«fti*n on th* Warpath. 


What tb* micar farmers here 
want Is an increase in production 
opportunity. The cattl« fanners are 
likewise on th* war-path. They 
M* Uvi fovemment bulldiruj up 
competition with tb*m by subsidiz- 
ing- farmers els«where to convert 
lands ua«d hitherto for wheat or 
cotton so that they may become 
grazing of forage lands {or cattle 
raising. 


Then, too, there's the Canadian 
reciprocity treaty, which has en- ! 
raged the cattle raisers because of , 
importations of foreign 
cattle | 
Likewise, the prevailing wage rule | 
in the WPA has kept the farmers | 
from getting the farm labor they 
needed. Altogether, there is plenty 
of anti-new deal sentiment in the 
farm areas and plenty of it in the 
cities among the business and pro- 
fessional men, who look on the 
Roosevelt administration aa fin- 
ancially and •oonomically unsound. 


Gov Landon. on the other band, 
who has spent his summer vaca- 
tion here and has been given an 
unusual amount of attention in 
the press because of his temporary 
residence here, is well-liked. If the 
election were held tomorrow, Gov. 
Landon would surely carry the 
state.

Hit by Utility Head. 


WASHINGTON. UP). The pool- 
Ing of electric power, both gov- 
ernment owned and private, in 
regional systems under federal 
ageneie* wa» proposed by Basil 
Manly, vice chairman of the fed- 
eral power commission.

But George N. Tidd, president

FARMER BENEFIT PAYMENTS 
Being 
Discussed 
Despite 


Congress' Failure to Act. 
WASHINGTON. (JP>. AAA offi- 
cials said graduated benefit pay- 
ment* to farmers under the gov- 
ernment's 1937 soil conservation 
program were being- discussed de- 
spite failure of congress to act 
on the proposal. Such a system 
was proposed in a measure passed 
by the senate last session. 
It 


would have reduced payments to 
larger producers aa compared with 
smaller farmers. Secy. Wallace 
recommended a graduated pay- 
ment plan to congress, but the 
measure approved by the ijenate 
provided for more drastic reduc- 
tions to larger producers than 
those suggested by Wallace. No 
indication has come from confer- 
ences on th« 1937 program so far 
as to whether the graduated pay- 
ment plan would be favored as a 
substitute for the present system 
of paying the same rate to all 
producers In the same crop. But 
one official said he believed senti- 
ment for the graduated payment 
plan had died down.

The new government is com- 
posed of six socialists, two com- 
munists, one member of the re- 
publican union, one Catalan, two 
leftist republicans and on* un- 
named Basque. 
No member* of the national con- 
federation of labor were included 
in the new government, which 
presumably will replace that of 
Gen. Jose Glral Pereira. 
Composition of the new cabinet 
is regarded as showing a definite 
move toward the left by the Ma- 
drid government. 


Since the outbreak of the rev- 


olution extreme leftist elements 
have struggled against their more 
conservative colleagues for control 
of Madrid.

ARABS AND BjNTISH FIGHT 


Thirteen Killed in Engage- 


ment at Jerusalem. 


JERUSALEM. (UP). Ten Arab* 


and three Britlah soldiers were 
killed in one of the fiercest en- 
gagements since the beginning of 
the current trouble" between Arabs 
and Jews. In addition, six Arab* 
and four Britisher* were wounded. 


A detachment of the Lincoln- 
shin regiment took up positions 
on the Nablus road when an Arab 
band of SO opened fire, (Nablus i* 
a city of about 30 miles north of 
here). Nearby was a detachment 
of the Royal Scots. They rushed to 
the aid of their countrymen, but 
found the road blocked. They then 
radioed military headquarters to 
send airplanes to aid the belea- 
guered troops.

of the Carnegie institu- 
tion of Waahlngton for the dis- 
covery of one of the most import- 
ant archeolocical ait** of Central 
America. Dr. A. V. Kidder, head 
of the institution's division of his- 
torical research, reportad a group 
of mound*, which promf** to pro- 
vide a link between the prehistoric 
Maya Indian* and those who met 
the Spaniard* in 1543, wen un- 
covered by a group of schoolboys 
of Guatemala city. The discovery 
may rank in scientific importance 
with th* finding of the tomb of 
King Tut-Ankh-Amen in Egypt in 
L023. 
In attempting to lay out a foot- 
ball field just outside the city, the 
boys were forced to dig into two 
of the mounds which dot the area. 
Until then the mound* had been 
believed to consist only of earth 
but the digging revealed ancient 
masonry covered with (tat*- wnlt* 
stucco. 


Carnegie Institution 
mrcneolo- 
gists headed by Dr. Kidder were 
:alled In and before the onset of 
the rainy season had found four 
pramidal buildings, one within an- 
other, containing four tomb* of 
ancient priests or chiefs in which 
were discovered human remains, 
jewelry 
and 
other 
ornament*, 


cooking utensils, and war weapons 
of the ancient Indians. 
Dr. Kidder said the people re- 
presented by the** artifact* are 
believed to have laid the founda- 
tion* for the later 
Mayan 
and 


other culture* which reached a 
high stage of civilization long be- 
fore the coming of the Spaniard*. 
Further excavation* may yield 
fundamental knowledge of one of 
the most interesting chapters of 
man's existence. 


The work to date, Dr. Kidder 


said, has shown that the area, now 
known as "kaminaljuyu, or "hills 
of the dead," "Is very much more 
important archelogically than had 
previously been thought for It is 
now clear that it wa* occupied 
during a far longer period than 
had been considered probable. 


"Hitherto the area was valued 


chiefly because it produced ob- 
jects of the socalled 'archaic' type, 
a type to which have been as- 
signed similar products from the 
valley of Mexico, from San Salva- 
dor, and from the lowest levels of 
Uaxactun," he declared. 


"Objects of this type, such as 


human effigies of clay and pot- 
tery vessels, having certain desig- 
nated characteristics, are thought 
to have been the work of primitive 
agricultural peoples who are be- 
lieved to have occupied the middle 
American highlands well before 
the opening of the Christian era, 
and whose culture, it is generally 
supposed, gave rise to that of the 
Maya, the Toltec and the other 
higher civilizations of the region."

Lancaster Will Pay 
Leu 


Taxes for County and 


Btate Purposes. 


Forty-eight counties reporting 
to State Tax Commissioner Smith 
show a downward trend in t«» 
county tax levies, not including 
school or other local levies, but 
when added to the state tax levy. 
The counties reporting show an 
average levy of 4.3ft mills for 
county purposes only, as compared 
with an average of 4.38 for the 
year before. With a state levy 
this year of 1.76 mills, the county 
and state levies average 6.15 mills 
this year for 48 counties as com- 
pared with 6.53 state and county 
last year for the same counties. 
The state levy has been cut from 
X.15 nulls to 1.76 mills this year. 
The assessed valuation of 48 
counties this year is $1,211,741.- 
281 compared with $1,105,769,313 
last year. 
Thus far Cuming county has 
the lowest county levy, 2.24 mills. 
Keya Paha, which like many other 
drouth counties, needs much for 
relief purposes, has a levy ot 6 
mills this year. Nearly half the 
counties thus far reporting; have 
levied the same amount for county 
purposes levied last year and 
nearly, some Increased levies and 
some reduced them.

•It la with earnest American 
pride and with a glory in American 
traditloo that I enjoy this happy 
privilege today, joining 
in this 


tribute to one who ImpreMed him- 
self upon the live* of youth every' 
wbere in the laat four score yean 
and ten. 
"To look out act-ow this pleas- 
ant vista where the life of Miasis- 
aippi river boyhood waa captures 
and recorded for posterity and 
to nave a part in Its commemora- 
tion is a privilege I am happy to 
experience. 
"No American youth haa know- 
ingly or willingly escaped the lea- 
sons, the philosophy and the spirit 
which beloved Mark Twain wove 
out of the true life of which he was 
a part along this majestic river. 
Abroad, too, this peaceful valley is 
known around the world an the 
cradle of the chronicles of buoyant 
boyhood. 


•'Mark Twain and his tales still 
live, tho the years have passed and 
time haa wrought its changes on 
the Mississippi. The little white 
town drowsing; in the sunshine of 
the day* of Huckleberry Finn and 
Tom Sawyer has become a metro- 
polis of northeastern Missouri. 
"The tiny handful of complacent 
population has grown to 23,000 
souls, the seventh largest city in 
your state and the fourth in hustl- 
ing Industry. The old steamboat 
landing still is there—the railroads 
and the buses and the trucks have 
not ended water transportation on 
the river. 


N Opened Lighthouse. 


"It was my privilege last year 
to have a part in the opening of 
the centennial commemoration of 
Mark Twain's birthplace. On that 
occasion from the white house I 
pressed a key which caused a light 
to shine from the tan tower on 
Cardiff hill—the Mark Twain me- 
morial lighthouse. The perpetua- 
tion of Mark Twain's name, birth- 
place and the haunts of his youth 
are very dear to me, especially be- 
cause I, myself, as a boy, bad the 
happy privilege of shaking hands 
with him. That was a day I shall 
never forget. With every American 
who has ever been a boy, I thrill 
today at this great structure join- 
ing two great states m the com- 
memoration of youths immortal. 


When old Moses D. Balis found 
his way to the junction of the 
Hannibal and the Mississippi back 
in 1818, he little thought of the 
great stage of happy youth on 
which he was lifting the curtain. 
Likewise he and the older folks of 
the tiny river settlement in Han- 
nibal had little thought that Sam 
Clemens, playing about the steam- 
boat landing, would live thru the 
ages. 
"Likewise they had little thought 
that the cabins and the frame 
houses 
and 
the 
white-washed 
fences would give way to thriving 
industrial plants, modern buildings, 
a splendid cityxhall and other im- 
pressive public structures. 


Have Modern Schools. 


"In place of the school house 
from which Huck Finn lured Tom 
Sawyer to truancy and the old 
swimming hole, you have 18 mod- 
ern grade schools, a high school, 
parochial schools and a 
fine 
library. 


'The old cabins 
and the oil 
lamps which Tom Sawyer had to 
fill are gone. In their place you 
have one of the most successful 
municipal electric light and power 
plants in the country. 
"And today we mark one more 
step of progress—one more Imprint 
of a changing order—this great 
structure spanning the Mississippi. 
The river ferry started to go when 
the old railroad bridge joined Mis- 
souri and Illinois back in 1870. As 
the years went by, this structure

As far back as last budget 
time, owlish treasury officials sug- 
gested that, inasmuch as every- 
thing was going smoothly, a tre- 
mendous cash balance should be 
accumulated for time of need. The 
accumulation has reached two bil-

hold license* and the son-in-law of 
another member would have a 
perpetual right to license without 
competition. He said the state law 
did not authorise councils or the 
atate commission to limit licenses. 


Seea no Monopoly. 


"The commission is given wide 
discretion," ruled Chairman Gaas. 
"If the law does not given the 
commission control over the num- 
ber of license* the commission is 
not a board of control but a li- 
censing board. The commission de- 
Sire* to co-operate with village 
boards. It cannot see where the 
village council by ordinance ha* 
created a monopoly. Prices of 
liquor, including beer, are ad- 
mittedly the same In Dodge as in 
surrounding territory and there 
ha* been no complaint concerning 
the manner in which dealers in 
Podge have conducted their busi- 
ness and no complaint of need of 
additional licenses." 
Attorney Srb contended that the 
board had in mind limitation of li- 
censes and not the creation of a 
monopoly for 
members of the 
board already in business. He said 
the licenses held by the three vil- 
lage board member* and the one 
held by a son-in-law of another 
were issued before the interested 
board members became member* 
of the board, and that the one 
whose son-in-law ha* a license was 
not a member of the board when 
it passed the ordinance. 
Srb argued that the liquor law 
gave "wide discretionary power" 
to the atate commission in enforc- 
ing the liquoi law and that the law 
gave city an* village Councils the 
power to pass ordinances, not In- 
consistent with the liquor act, reg- 
ulating the "buimess of all beer li- 
censes " He said other cities had 
done this and that Omaha had lim- 
ited licence* to one per 1.000 in 
habitants, and that 
Lincoln had 
limited the number. He said Dodge 
has a population of 700 It has two 
liquor stores, one of which sells by

In some sections 
communities 


have gone so far as to appeal to 
legislative bodies to force these 
broadcasts as the university offi- 
cials, with stadia debts confront- 
ing them, attempted to kill such 
measures in committee, 
arguing 
that reports of the games over 
the air cut into football receipts. 
And football la the Atlas of the 
college sports world, toting the 
remainder of the 
athletic pro- 
grams on its financial shoulders. 
The first attempt to get definite 
facts 
concerning this 
situation 


was made by selecting 74 schools 
thruout the country, a majority of 
them state 
controlled, 
because 


they have been the center of most 
of the attempts to force broad- 
casts. Taxpayers feel they sup- 
port these schools and have a 
right to hear the reports of the 
games. 
Newspapers 
near these 
schools were polled is an effort 
to find a majority opinion. But the 
country 
seems equally divided, 


judging by this cross section, as 
38 of the schools permit broad- 
casts, 36 do not. 
Of the 38 which permit reports 


of their games to be flashed over 
the air, 24 sell them commercially 
while 11 do not. Five of the schools 
now broadcasting stopped at one 
time and then resumed. Six now 
on the •silent list, permitted broad- 
casts at an earlier date. 


Conferences Act Together. 


In two Instances, where schools 


are organized 
these groups 


they could not be sold to sponsors 
for commercial benefits 
Nebraska puts one eame each 
year on the air, last season broad- 
casting the Minnesota contest and 
this season the Pittsburgh game. 
These attractions always draw a 
sellout crowd, thereby eliminating 
the loss of gate receipts whether 
put on the air or not 
Biggest 
argument against broadcasting is 
that potential fans await the morn- 
ing of the gam* before buying 
tickets. If the weather is bad, they 
stay home. Radio officials counter 
with the argument that many new 
football fans are made as a result 
of descriptions Of games ov«r the 
air that these followers eventually 
find their way to the stadiums.
